“ 5A.  (1)  No  person  shall  make,  erect  or  fix  within  the  limits  of  a port  or 
port  approaches  any ’wharf,  dock,  quay,  stage,  jetty,  pier,  election  or  mooring  or 
undertake  any  reclamation  of  foreshore  within,  the  said  limits  except  with  the 
previous  permission  in  writing  of  the  State  Government  and  subject  to  such  terms 
and  conditions,  if  any,  as  the  State  Government  may  sp:cify. 

(2)  If  any  person  make,  erects  or  fixes  any  wharf,  dock,  quay,  stage,  jetty,  pier, 
erection  or  mooring  or  undertakes  any  reclamation  of  foreshore  in  contravention 
of  sub-section  (/),  the  State  Government  may,  by  notice,  require  such  person  to 
remove  it  within  such  time  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice  and  if  the  person  fails 
so  to  remove  it,  the  State  Government  may  cause  it  to  be  removed  at  the  expense 
of  that  person. 

3.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  principal  Act,  any  No  Objection  validation 
Certificate  given  or  any  permission  granted  for  the  erection  or  construction  of  a and  savins, 
jetty  (including  any  action  taken  or  anything,  done  in  pursuance  thereof),  during 
the  peiiod  commencing  on  the  1st  April  1989  and  ending  on  the  26th  October  1994 
shall  be  deemed  to  bo  valid  and  effective  as  if  such  certificate  or  permission  had  b?en 
duly  given  undei  the  principal  Act,  as  amended  by  this  Act,  in  accordance  with  law;
